The Commiſſioners having been informed that Scarrowyady, a Chief of the 
Oneido Nation, living at Ohio, was appointed Speaker for the Indians, but was 
ſo much hurt by a Fall, that he was unable to attend; order'd the Interpreter 
to tell them, that they condoled with them on this unfortunate Accident, but 
hoped, as what they came to tranſact was of a publick Nature, and well 
known to them all, this would occaſion no Delay. As the Government had 
| ſhewn them great Indulgence, in granting them a Council at Lancaſter, ſo far 
from the uſual Place of Buſineſs, and in ſo hot a Seaſon, it was expected they 
would not detain the Commiſſioners, but deliver what they had to ſay To- 
morrow Morning at Ten o' Clock; and further, to defire they would uſe no 
Manner of Reſerve, but open their Hearts freely and fully, the Commiſſionggs 
promiſing to treat them with the ſame Freedom and Plainneſs.
